LOYOLA & SGW.U., ROUND 3 ! 


The last edition of SAD NEWS carried a 
statement by the Very Rev. Patrick G. Ma- 
lone on the subject of a merger between 
Loyola College and Sir George Williams Uni- 
versity. In his statement, Father Malone 
said no formal negotiations had taken place 
but that the value of a representative com- 
mittee to examine the possibilities of in- 
creased cooperation between the two schools 
was being considered by the Senate. 

The committees have now been approved 
by the Senate. At a senate meeting on Nov. 
27th the Loyola of Montreal Students Assoc- 
iation was instructed to appoint two stud- 
ents to the committee. 

On the same day, the President of the 
Loyola Evening Students Council, Miss Gail 
Atkinson, sent a letter to the President 
of the LMSA, Mr. C. McDougall. This is the 
body of that letter: 

"Committees have been formed by Loyola and 
Sir George Williams to look into the possi- 
bility of increased cooperation between the 
two schools. At the senate meeting this 
afternoon the LMSA was instructed to appoint 
two student members to this committee. 
Fifty per cent of the student population 

at Loyola are evening students. It is im- 
perative that an evening student be a rep- 
resentative on the committee. We urge you 
to bear in mind that the committee at Sir 
George Williams has a day and an evening 
student. 

Since more effective cooperation is neces- 
sary between day students and evening stud- 
ents, we feel that this is an ideal oppor- 
tunity to promote such cooperation." 


So far, no students have been appointed to 
the committee and the LMSA has not had the 
courtesy to reply to Miss Atkinson's letter. 


LAE SC cone 


The basic ideas for the IAESC were form- 
ulated some elevén years ago by two students 
from Sir George Williams University who 
were disenchanted with the treatement eve- 
ning students were receiving from employers 
and the business society in general. The 
formal association was formed in 1959. 

In nine years the IAESC expanded to in- 
clude over 50 schools from Canada, the Unit- 
ed States and England. From what I am led 
to believe Canada was unhappy with the or- 
ganization because of overt American in- 
fluence - I feel the actual problem was lack 
of participation by the majority of Canadian 
evening institutions in the status of the 
evening student. Now the IAESC is no more - 
and we are back where we started some eleven 
years ago. 

That's what I call Progress! 

In order to be heard on a national level 
the evening student needs a group which can 
function on a national level. Ideally, this 
organization would be heard by and have some 
influence with all levels of society and 
government. 

Does the "average" evening student feel 
that he is too insignificant to become in- 
volved in something as large as this? All 
that is needed is some active participation 
and interest in what is happening at Loyola 
and in the Montreal area ( i.e., the pro- 
posed merger of S.W.G.U. and Loyola). There 
is a need to make ourselves heard collect- 
ively. How about it? Did two actively 
participating and interested Loyola evening 
students waste a weekend at the Baltimore 
conference or are we going to give active 
support to the LOYOLA OF MONTREAL EVENING 
DIVISION???
